reli910n. So that of the ſoundnes of this very new 


Clergy theſe {crupulous Gramarian Deuines need 


not for to doubr: and if there be any ould Clergy 
wiltully and obſtinately oppoſite vnto this w now 
it pleaſeth them to terme the young Clergy: that 
Clergy ſurely is not the Clergy of the Catholicke 
Church, becauſe it hath {warued from the infalli- 
ble diretion of the ſpirit of the Catholike Church, 

ſpeaking and teaching in Peters chaire. Neither 
- "Bn proue this of that moſt Reuerend and c6- 
ſtant ould Clergy which ſpent their liues in Durace 
for Chriſt. of whole perpetuall vnion vnto the 
young Clergy our wholle countrey can be a wit- 
neſle. Neither can the being ordered in forraine 
countreies, make a new and diſtin Clergy from 
ſuch as live at the ſame time in our owne countrey, 
but that they mult in all reſpects beof one and the 
ſame Clergy, & thertore ail Clergy perſons of one 
age make not two Clergies, but one onely. So 
that very vainc is that diſtintion of theirs of an 
ould & new Clergy. But whatſocuer they mcane 
by this new Clergy: Sureit is that cither of this 
Clergy which now 1s they muſt haue their ſpiritu- 
all foode & reliefe if they will haue any (which ! 
ſcarce can hope for) or of none. 


Finally of our wholle Clergy for the moſt parte, 


onely excepting thoſe who by this flattering do- 
Erine that it is lawfull to go tothe Church baue 
to feed the couctous and fearfull humours 

of theſe 
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of theſe ſonnes of this world, and therfore haue 
caſt the {clues out from the ſight of God, by figh- 
ting againſt his Church: and; as ſo many Cainsare 
noted with markes of wicked licentiouſnes:(a wor- 
thy puniſhment that thoſe which do fornicate tro 
God and his Church, are ſuffered alſo to runng 
headlong | into that other fleſhly and beaſtly fornt« 
cation :) excepting 1 ſay thoſe few whom God hath

I could not caſcly diſtinguiſh che ſeuerall matters 
handled by the Fathers, andatmoſtin enery parti- 
culer allegation there is occaſion of ſpeaking of e- 
nery thing belonging to our purpoſe: yet hancT 
for the more erſpicuny, and' for the more caſe of 
the reader (© f: uided the wholie, that we may ve- 
duce all to a few principall points. The firſt chap- 
ter theriore ſhall be, to ſhew that it is very menito- 
nous and acceptable vnto God, ro renounce, pa- 
rents and all things tor perfeRion. For if this be 
once tully perſw aded, leſſe diffi culry will it bets 
proue that it is lawfull in caſes of neceſſyy. The 
fecond. That a man is bound vnder pane of cter- 
nalldamnation, vnto a perfe&t renunciation of all 
frendes, kinfefolkes, parents and ſuperiours, their 
mntreaties examples and commanndements: yea 
and him ſafe alſo, and al! that he hath, whan o- 
therwiſc he ſhould be hindered from the dewty of 
_ Chriſtian. The third ſhall intreate in particuler 
the neceſſary renunciatis ſometimes to be made 
B3 of bu.

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of husband and wife. where as well for to take 


away occaſion of errour, as for to reprefle the ar- 
rogant peruerſnes of forme husbands which chal- 
lenge more autoritic ouer wines than God or na- 
ture hath geuen them. We muſt neceflarily intreat 
of ſome lawfull leparations of man and wite: W 
we mult be forced to doe of our owne: although 
(if leaſure will permitre) we purpoſe to proue it 
out of Gods word and auncient Fathers. which it 
we {hall nor for haſte be permitted to perfourme: 
yet this will we promiſe that we will fet nothing 
downe, but according tothe common opinion of 
Catholicke Dofours. 

The fourth chapter we will make, more partt- 
culeriy of renunciation of a mans patrimony, and 
care of prouiſion tor children. 

The fifth beſides that which was faide in the ſe- 
cond chapter ſhall intreate of renunciation of a 

mans ſelfe, and neceſfary obligation to ſuffer mar- 
tyrdome, whi otherwiſe God might be offended. 
with dinerſe forceable exhortations to the fame. 

Finally ſhall follow the Concluſion. So thatin 
no parte of this Treatiſe except onely in this preface 
m theconcluſion and in ſome parte of the third 
chapterthou muſt thinke that 1 (peake (x /ventle Rea 
der\ but imavin that the Saintes of God do ſpeake 
vnto thee.

Hane read the Epiſtle which you ſent vnto our : 
| Fury requeſting that they would comforte An exhor- 
you, becauſe your new beginnings were ſhaken tation to an, 
with great rentations. where alſo you ſignified eſtare © 
that you defired our letters. 1 was very ſory and perfection 
could not ceaſe from writing: leaſt I ſhould with- againſt rhe 
draw both trom my owne and from your deſire, i 
that which 1 ſawe in deed -4.did owe by the duery wy 
of charity. If rherfore you profeſſe your ſelfe a no- 
uice of Chriſt, forſake not the tents in the which 
you muſt cuen build that tower of which in the 
Goſpell our Lord ſpeaketh: for whoſoeuer remai- 
neth in the ſame tower & vnder the banner of rhe 
word of God doth fight: him no tentations may 
pearce on any ſide. from thence both dartes being 
caſt do flye with great force, and being foreſcene 
are with moſt firmerepaire auoided. Conſider al- Luc. rg, 
f that our Lord Iefus Chriſt although he be our +

Euen as you ſee aircady that to be paſled away that 
ſhe conceined you, that ſhee caried you in her 
wornbe, that ſhe brought you fourth, that ſhe 
nouriſhed you. But in that ſhes a ſiſter in Chrilt, 
this ſhe is vnto you and t5 me & to all thoſe vato 
whom one heau@ly inheritance; God, as a Father; 
Chriſt, as a bother, in one ſociety of charity 1s pro- 
miſed. Theſe are cternall things: theſe are not 
waſted with any conſumpris of ume: theſe things 
are hoped for, ſo much more firmely to be poſlcl- 
fed, in how much the lefle by priuate but rather 
by common right they are to be obteined.

Church. Behcl1dethe deſire of knowin F rruth, 
and vnderſtancing the will of God in his holy (crip 
tures doth draw thee. the oft.ce of the Euangelical 
preaching doth draw thee. Our Lord geueth a 
ligne that we watch in his tentes, that we build 
the tower, out of the which we may both ef 
and keepe b acke the enemic © fcuerlaſting life.

Alfp 
through the ſluggifhnes and benurmmed dulnes 
of certaine which as yet ſh1c hath in her lappe: ſhe 
bewaileth that her members are ir-very many pla- 
ces waxcn colde, and now vnfitte for to cheriſh 
her little ones. Whence, but of her other children, 
whence, but of her other menibers, amongſt w 
your ſelte are one, doth ſhe require her wit and 
dew ſuccour? And you forlaking her necetſities 
will you turne backe vnto carnall ſpeaches? doth 
not (he with more greeuous complaints fill your 
cares? doth not ſhe ſhew vnto you more Jouing 
bowells and heaueniy pappes? Herunto adde her 
{powles taking fleſh vpon him that you ſhould 
not cleauc vnto fleſhly things, & the cternall word 
vndertaking thoſe things which your mother doth 
contumeliouſly reproue, leaſt you ſhould deale 
therwith: adde ub reproches, whippings, death, 
yea and the death of the Crofle.  O you which 
were conceiued of ſuch ſeed, o you borne vnto a 
new life in ſuch a wedlocke, do you languiſh and 
conſume away againe into the olde man?

And fo that cx» 
cellent and Diuine maltcr both deſpiſed in compa- 
riſon of heauenly alliance the name of mother 
which was ſpoken vnto him as priuate and pe: culi- 
er, becauſe nt was earthly: and declaring the ſame 
hcaucnly allance in his Diſciples; - ſhewed W what 
lincke of kinred that ſame Virgin with other of his 
Saintes was toined vnto him. Bur lcaſt by this 
molt holelon:e inftruction wherin he taught that 
carnal! afteion in parents ſhould be conttncd, he 
might geuc any colonr ynto errour, wheras ſome 
men dcpy that he had a mother: in another place 
he warneth his Diſciples, that they ſhould nor ſay 
they hauc a tathcr on earth: to the intent that as it 
was manifelt that they had fathers; ſo it might be 
euident thar he had a mothet; whole carthly all;- 
ance yct he delpiſing, might oeuc vnto his Diſci- 
ples example of deſpiling the like affinities. And 
arc tliele rhings uicrrupred by the voices of thy 
mother, and amongſt thete thinges 1s there any 
roome fer the memory of a biooe belly and of a 
nurſe, that of Adame and Ene thou mighteſt be 
borne another Adam? Beholde rather, þcholde 
the {e:ond Adam trom heauen, and cary now the 
likenefle of the heauenly Adam, as thou haſt car- 
ried of the earthiv. Yea hee lett take place thoſe 
motherly bene firtes, which are reckoned vp vnto 
thee for the eften:inaning of thy minde. Let them 
In any wife take place, be not \nyratfull; returne 
ſpiritual! thinos te r carnall, ſor temporall cuerla- 
fire, if he will nor follow thee, lett her nat hin- 
der thee. Will ſhe not be connerted vnto berter? 
ett her nut peract thee veto worle, and fo ouer- 


throw 
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throw thee, What Skilleth it whether in a wife or 
i a mother ſo that in enery woman Euc be auoi- 
ded? For this pretence of piety and dewty, com- 
meth from the leaues of that tree, whervv our firſt 
rents did firſt couer them felues mw that damna- 
be nakednes. And whatlocuer in thoſe wordes 
and ſuggeſtions ſhe alleageth wnto you as an office 
of chariry, that ſhe may wreſt you trom the moſt

befor: the obedience of God. 
-. Oflikcexamplcs of Chriſtian Proteſtations a'l 
Eccleſiniticall hittories are tu!l: nether could cuer 
the tury of perſecutcurs or extremity of torments 
drive the champions of Chuſt, to yeeld or leeme 
toyeeld to as indiffcrent thinges as going to the 
Church may {.eme to be, and to feeke to Hultihe 
ſuch ations by Proteltation. 
This hath alwaies made me thinke that that 
50d vertuous learned Demine did neuer meanc to 
allow a Proteltatin as theſe new Proteſters would 
haue him: conſidering the repugnance which it 
hath to his wholle argument of his neatife, and the 
ab/urdity of the thing it ſclfe, which (although he 
ſp:ake ſorewhat obſcure'y) 1 cannot thinke but

ration of the e%entiall conditions of ſuch going ta- 
ken awav. in this ca therfore whan going to the 
Church is no Prove2tagion of fal'ereligion: it isnot 
vnlawfull of it ſel'e: fo that for to avoide ſcandall 
if there be any danver therof, I make a Proteſtari- 
on, whaia 1 ſhiew my going to be onely materiall 
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and not formall. ' An example or two we may 
ſhew our of the ſcriptures. The going of the peo» 
ple with Hieroboam to Bethell whan he there was 
to facrifice, was a formall going toidolatry, be- 
caufe they went orderly all alike but the come 
img thither of rhe Prophert to reprehend the King, 
was onely a mareriall oving to idolatry, and very 
well knowen to be of a diucrſe nature from the o« 
ther. Naaman Syrus was materially preſent at ido- 
larry but not formally: becauſe he went not to the 
temple as vnto a teple, but as vnto any other place 
where his perticuler temporall ſeruice might be ex- 
acted. neither did he obey his King commanding 
anactc ot religion, bur requiring onely the tempo- 
rall aſſiſtance which to his orcatnes was connent- 
ent. Now it Naaman had ſeenc any probability 
of ſcandal!, than ſhould he have bene bound to 
haue made a Proteſtation. generally therfore wha 
there 1s no contrary Proteſtation in the face, that 
is whan 9 oIng to the Church with heretic kes1s on- 
ly mater! all and not formall. than may a Proteſta- 
tion be very well ved in wordes: which nenerthe- 
lefle is not neceſſary, but in daunger of ſcangall. 
So that a Proteſtation doth not make that lawfull 
which was vnlawfull but ſewerh the lawfulnes of 
that which wa« mdged enlawfull. neither maketh 
that a material! going which was formall: bur 
onely declareth that to be materiall which was in 
deed materaall before.

As if Catholicks & herericks in league againſt 
the Turke had but one Church, and being agreed 
not to moleſt one the other, ſhould at one timein 
ſeucrall altars have Maſle and communion and yer 
the people of force were confuſed and mingled in 
the Church: in ſuch a caſe the Catholicke finneth 
not: and his Proteſtation may be vertuouſly vſcd, 
although it be not neceſſary: for there being rwo 
ſeuerall ſe uices, the preſence onely is no morea 
profeſſion of the one than of the other.

them, as vntoall other ſinners. moſt lamentable 
is the eſtate of ſuch, who by obſtinac defence of | 
ſinne, cannot ſeeke for redrefle therof, butmoſt 

deſperately runne into wiltull deſtruQtion. 


And leaft this ſmall and ſimple labour inten- | 
ded onely for the glory of God and for benefitte of 
the ſimpler ſorte, might chaunce to offend any per 
ſon at all: here dol1 proteſt that my penne isnor 
directed againſt any particuler perſon, neither do 
| I knowe any one particuler perſon whom theſe 

| thinges may touch, and in my conſcience ] luſfpet 
none. and eſpecially of the Clergy I affure my {c!fe 
that atthis preſent there is not one (beſides fome 
which may line open[y.in ſchiſme, for whom I can 
not anſwere, re 5it necoilary) which diſagre- 
eth in this pointe from his Reucrend and worthy 
tcllowes. Yet d@1 perfeRly know that greathurte 
15 donne cuery where and that by Pamphlettes and 
periwaſions of ſuch Lay perſons as amongſt the 
{imple haue an vndeſerued conceite of vertew and 
learning. Such doI touch: and yet I know none, 
gnd therforeconclude with S, Hirrome, Memi- # 
nem ſpecialiter mcus ſermo pullauit. Qui mihi 


traſci yolucrit, ipſe de ſe quod talis eſt conſiicdyy, 
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
